Dear Neighbors: 
 
Each year the Office of the County Superintendent of Schools compiles this packet of factual 
information about our local schools. The purpose is to help interested individuals understand 
school financial issues.  Education is an investment necessary to our community, state, and 
nation.  Schools remain grateful to their supportive public; schools remain sensitive to taxpayer 
issues. 
 
Historically across Montana the percentage of state funding of local budgets has decreased yet   
federal mandates have increased.  Local residents are left with the difference.  The spotlight this 
past year has been on the school funding formula as a result of a lawsuit and the Montana 
Supreme Court’s ruling that the current funding is unconstitutional.  While concern still exists 
regarding ongoing funding to schools, a special legislative session called in mid-December 
approved the governor’s school reform proposal. 
 
This Statistical Report tracks school funding, its expenditures and revenue for 2004-2005, and 
compares current information with previous.  In the past our school students have benefited from 
a highly educated workforce and aggressive curriculum.  All schools have passed “annual yearly 
progress” provisions of the No Child Left Behind Act.  We dare not compromise on educating our 
future leaders!
